300,000,000 In New 

Dominion Janes 


The Dominion took a slice 
out of the melon in new taxes 
on Tuesday when the Hon. J.L. 
Illsley announced new and in¬ 
creased taxes which would tot¬ 
al 8300,000,000 for the Domin¬ 
ion and asked provinces to vac¬ 
ate the fields of taxation in in¬ 
come and corporation fields, 
with certain compensations. 
The bare details of the tnx 
changes follow: 

Special excise tax of three 
cents a gallon imposed on gas¬ 
oline. 

National defence tax increas¬ 
ed as from Jul v 1 from three 
per cent, to seven per cent, and 
from two per cent, to five per 
cent. 

No increase in general sales 
tax. 

Provincial governments asked 
to vacate income and corpora¬ 
tion tax fields for duration of 
war, with certain compensation. 

Excess profits tax flat rate 
increased from 12 per cent, to 
22 per cent. 

Automobile tax on value up 
to $700 increased from 20 to 23 
per cent.—other price groups 
unchanged. 

Tax on ordinary wines increas 
c l from 15 cents to 45 cents per 
gallon, and on sparkling wines 
from $1.50 to $2.00. 

With new increase in excess 
profits tax corporations to be 
taxed minimum of 4o per cent; 
p sonal income and national 
defence taxes sharply increased. 

New graduated rates of in¬ 
come tax start at 15 per cent, 
on first $1,000 and increase by 
five, per cent, on each addition¬ 
al 81,000. Present tax is $75 on 
Fas first $1,000 taxable. Will 
now be $150. 

New surtax of four per cent, 
on investment income and pres¬ 
ent surtax to be absorbed in 
new rates. 

National defence tax minim¬ 
um exemption raised from $600 
to $660 and exemption for de¬ 
pendants increased from $8 to 
$ 20 . 

Budget imposses succession 
duties similar to those imposed 
by provinces but at lower rates.

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THE EGG RI LING 

One does not like finding 
fault and criticizing, especially 
in times like these. However, 
with respect to the law now 
in force "ith respect to egg 
grading and handling we should 
like some of our lawmakers to 
actually visit the small egg 
producer and see what a d( 
ided disadvantage it is and how 
it affects the economy of the 
family who have been buying 
their bacon and butter with 
their eggs. Today they simply 
can't do it. 

In the first place, eggs are 
a commodity that mainta : 
thei r best qualities very long. 
When they commence to get a 
few days old the air cell en¬ 
larges, and while the quality is 
not affected, the grading- of the 
slips down to C, and the 
price slips accordingly. No farm 
i r can take the time now to 
deliver eggs daily in this busy 
teime even if he had a grading 
station in his village, and if he 
doesn’t and the eggs have to be 
shm-’d, well, they may just 
about as well be destroyed due 
to the low’ grading and the 
small returns. 

It may be that strict grad¬ 
ing is essentia] for export. But 
what about the millions of doz 
ens used right in the commun¬ 
ity where they are produced. If 
Jones has five dozen to sell, 
and Smith the storekeeper can 
take them in trade and turn 
them over again to Day and 
make a cent or two a dozen, 
give Jones the groceries he 
wants, and satisfy Day with 
the quality of the eggs, why 
shouldn’t Jo nes and Day trade 
through Smith, and complete 
the deal. All three are better 


olf, Jones gets more for his eggs 
Day pays less and Smith makes 
just as much and everybody is 
happy. Then, if Smith gets a 
surplus in his store, alright 
grade them for export, but don’t 
penalize Jetties on 100 dozen of 
his eggs, when only ten dozen 
out of the 100 he produces 
reaches the export business of 
this country. 

There is another side to it. 
The country wants Canadians 
to buy War Savings Certificat¬ 
es and bonds. If JPines can trade 
his eggs for groceries at ten or 
eleven cents a dozen, he can 
possibly buy a War Savings 
Certificate a month with his 
spare pennies. If he has to sell 
them at 6 cents or less, nnd 
pay cash for his eats, his spare 
dollars will all be used up and 
lie can’t get his Certificate. It is 
likely that in some areas this 
law will work fine. Locally it 
is the berries. Producers get 
about half for their eggs, stores 
make very little if any, and the 
consumer pays about double. If 
that is what the Governmente 
calls helping the people sorry 
friends, but we can’t see it. 

THE WORLD OF WHEAT 

(By II. G. L. Strange) 
Director “Crop Ttesting Plan” 

Some persons, it seems, are 
objecting to the payment by the 
Dominion Government to our 
Western wheat growers of any 
sum as a bonus either for sum- 
merfallowed land or for any oth¬ 
er reason. The chief argument 
used by these critics is that the 
present surplus wheat situation 
lias been brought about mainly 
by the insistence in recent years 
of Western wheat growers to 
increase their acreage. 

The official statistics do not 
bear out this claim. The aver¬ 
age annual acreage seeded to 
wheat for the past six years, 
that is from 1935 to 1940 in¬ 
clusive, has been 25,206,466, 
whereas the similar average an¬ 
nual acreage seeded to wheat for 
flip six immediate preceding 
years .that is from 1929 t 0 1931 
inclusive, was 24,919,201, an in¬ 
crease in the annual average for

This is an almost insignificant 
increase particularly when it i 
considered that since 1929 the 
world’s population has increased 
by at least 10 p.c., and that the 
world’s consumption of wheat 
since 1929 lias actually increas¬ 
ed by 5.3 per cent. 

It is quite evident, therefore, 
that the pre ent condition of the 
Western wheat industry, with 
its unsold surplus, and the sad 
plight of our farmers, has ac¬ 
tually not been brought about 
by any increase in wheat acre¬ 
age in recent years. 

Following factors have tended 
to raise price:— Unfavorable 
spring weather, serious winter 
losses and war have consider¬ 
ably reduced Balkan crop pros¬ 
pects — Exports of Canadian

WEEKLY LETTER 
, PERENNIAL FLOWERS 

Perennial flowers receive prob 
ably less attention in liomo mnk 
ing than any other hardy h rt- 
icultural plant in Albrta. One 
reason for the lack of perenn¬ 
ials in Alberta may he that the 
province is relatively young and 
has not yet given much thought 
to home beautification. No doubt 
early settlers have not yet for¬ 
gotten the failures resulting 
when they tried to grow some 
of the same plants they grew 
"back home." After man v such 
failures, one can understand 
why this condition exists but it 
is encouraging to know that 
much has been done to introd¬ 
uce plants which are better able 
to withstand a rigorous prairie 
climate. 

There are many reasons for 
using perennials, the most im¬ 
portant of which is the economy 
of time and labour involved. In 
most cases all that is required 
is a cleanun of the land in the 
spring, cultivation and probably 
watering during the season. 
Most perennials bloom earlier 
than annuals so that the season 
of bloom can be extended by 
using them. Another advantage 
is that when a favourite flower 
has been selected, it can be re¬ 
tained from year to year. 

A number of dependable per¬ 
ennials are available to the Al¬ 
berta borne maker, among 
which, several can be singled 
out because of their usual bea¬ 
uty and utility. The delphinium 
is a plant in this class, it is tall 
growing with spikes of flowers 
often as long as 3 feet. In recent 
years a great deal has been 
done to improve the size and 
colour of the spike, until it is 
now possible to grow very lovely 
plants from seed. Another har¬ 
dy and probably more familiar 
perenniai is the peony. Its re¬ 
latively early, colourful bloom 
is ■one of the most delicate of 
flowers. The iris, another hardy 
perennial, is obtainable in a var¬ 
iety of colours and makes a fine 
earlv sumer flower with pleas¬ 
ing foliage for the remainder of 
the year. Common and often 
overlooked psrenials are Shasta 
daisy, perennial and Iceland 
Poppy, dianthus, sweet william, 
lupine, golden glow, black eyed 
susan, columbine, bleeding heart 
and sweat rocket. 

The aproved time t n plant per 
ennial roots is in the early fall 
during late August, or in Sep¬ 
tember. Good results may also 


be obtained if they are planted 
as early as the soil can be work 
t I in the spring. If planted in 
the fall, it is a good policy to 
cover the plants for winter 
with a few inches of strawy 
manure to hold the snow and 
prevent drying of th e crowns. 

When a little effort means so 
much, there seems little reason 
why perennials should not play 
a greater part in home beautif¬ 
ication. 

TRANSPLANTING 

EVERGREENS 


Many people believe it is 
dilficult to transplant ever¬ 
greens, but such is not the case. 
Miey can be easily transplant¬ 
ed in the spring and with a 
little care will thrive in their 
new locations. 

Transplanting is best done in 
the spring and they should he 
moved with the soil about their 
roots. Use of an old sack for 
this purpose is good. The Pall 
of earth should be from It to 
18 indies across and about one 
foot deep. Use a sharp spade to 
cut the roots. When moving the 
trees to the new location, spr¬ 
inkle them with waled and keep 
them covered witli wet sacks. 

For planting dig the holes a 
little deeper and larger than the 
ball of earth, then place the 
tre into it. Do not disturb the 
hall of earth any more than is 
necessary. If the soil is dry, a 
couple of pails of water should 
be poured into the hole and al¬ 
lowed to seep away before sett¬ 
ing in the tree. Fill in the soil 
and tramp firmly. Leave a dep¬ 
ression around the tree for wat 
{•ring it. Spraying tile tops of 
th.e trees with water in early 
morning and late evening is 
recommended. 

Hundreds of farms in Alberta 
cculd be made much more att¬ 
ractive and valuable by trans¬ 
planting native spruce around 
tile buildings. The white spruce 
is an excellent tree for this 
purpose and if is plentiful all 
over the central and northern 
part of the Province. A useful 
Bulletin on Planting Evergreens 
may be obtained from the Ex¬ 
tension Branch, Department of 
Agriculture, Edmonton.

Funds-for mobile field kit¬ 
chens to feed Britain’s bombed 
and destitute civilians, are be- 
iiiy called for by the Canadian 
Red Cross Society Dr. Fred W. 
Routley, national commission¬ 
er revealed yesterday. The Soc¬ 
iety to date has donated a fleet 
of 3(i kitchens to the British 
Government each costing $3,100 
'three units are being alotted 
to each of England’s 12 defense 
zones. At a moment’s notice 
they are moved from a central 
location to the newest blitz 
area to feed defense workers 
and civilians while they are 
fi htin German air attacks. 

The kitchens, which are resil¬ 
ed to the heart of every bomb¬ 
ed region, are driven by young 
English girls of the Women’s 
Voluntary Services. Each unit, 
built on a four ton chassis, is 
equipped with a cooking range, 
fuel, water, supplies of meat 
and vegetables to provide meals 
f. r 250 individuals. They have 
become absolutely essential in 
smaller communities where 
homes and restaurants have 
been completely wiped out by 
air raids. 

Thirteen mobile kitchens have 
already been given the Canad¬ 
ian Red Cross, Dr. Routley said 
Five of these came from the 
Junior Red Cross; two frem the 
Women’s Institutes of Ontario; 
one from Laura Secord Candy 
Shops in memory of the late 
Senator Frank T. O’Conner; 
one from John VV. Miller, and 
one from Ethel Miller of Mon- 
teeg (> Bay, Jamaica; one from 
Westlock and district in Alb¬ 
erta; one frern the Winnipeg 
Patriotic Salvage Corps; one 
frem the officers and crews of 
vessels owned by the Mohawk 
Navigation Company, the North 
American Transports Limited 
and the Inland Lines Limited 
Quebec; and one from Her¬ 
bert Begg of Shaw and Be;gg 
Limited and affiliated compan¬ 
ies, Toronto. 


Alberta farmers will receive 
about $10,000,000 of the $35,- 
000,000 total allocated for sum- 
merfallow bonus payments by 
the federal government, it was 
announced by E. L. Gray this 
week. Formerly a member of 
the Legislature and leader of the 
provincial Liberal organization, 
Mr. Cray lias now been appoint¬ 
ed head of the bonus scheme 
here, bonus will vary "from $2 
an acre for former wheat lands 
devoted to coarse grains to $6 
an acre for summerfallow, fall 
rye or grass,” he said. It is 
possible, he added, that special 
information meetings will be 
held at rural points to explain 
the scheme’s provisions. Alberta 
agricultural officials also state 
that this is possible, having re¬ 
ceived request to this effect 
from Agriculture Minister J. 
Gardiner.
